Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant asserts that Ravichandran does not explicitly teach 
dividing the source code into code blocks based on target processor register capability. Ravichandran teaches that the 
instructions are converted line by line, which is not dividing. Examiner's Response: Ravichandran teaches converting 
an arithmetic instruction from the source executable into an arithmetic instruction for the target executable, where 
target processor registers and type of registers are kept track for the conversion step. In column 5, lines 60-67, 
Ravichandran teaches the step of looking up the arithmetic source instruction in the conversion table and maps each 
instruction associated with the source processor to one or more valid instructions associated with the target processor. 
That is, the instruction is converted into one or more code blocks. Furthermore, the Examiner requested the applicant 
to present comments/arguments in the written response, where upon the Examiner will further consider the 
comments/arguments when working on the written response . 
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
